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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

Species 1, claims 1,3-4 pertaining to a method including a first laser with an absorption 
coefficient to a semiconductor film is 1 x 10 4 cm* 1 or more and having a means for controlling 
shape and position; 

Species 2, claims 2, 19-20pertaining to a method including a first laser with wavelength 
not longer than that of visible light and having a means for controlling shape and position; 

Species 3, claims 5, 9-10 pertaining to a method including pertaining to a method 
including a first laser irradiating with an absorption coefficient to a semiconductor film is 1 x 10 4 
cm" 1 or more; 

Species 4, claims 6, 21-22 pertaining to a method including a first laser irradiating with 
wavelength not longer than that of visible light; 

Species 5, claims 7, 23-24 pertaining to a method including a first laser irradiating with 
wavelength not longer than that of visible light wherein the semiconductor film melts in the 
irradiated region; 

Species 6, claims 8, 25-26 pertaining to a method including a first laser irradiating with 
wavelength not longer than that of visible light wherein the semiconductor film melts partially by 
the first laser and completely by the second; 
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Species 7, claims 11, 15-18, pertaining to a method including pertaining to a method 
including crystallizing with a first laser irradiating with an absorption coefficient to a 
semiconductor film is 1 x 10 4 cm' 1 or more; 

Species 8, claims 12, 27-30, pertaining to a method including crystallizing with a first 
laser irradiating with wavelength not longer than that of visible light. 

Species 9, claims 13, 3 1-34, pertaining to a method including crystallizing with a first 
laser irradiating with wavelength not longer than that of visible light wherein the semiconductor 
film melts in the irradiated region; 

Species 10, claims 14, 35-38, pertaining to a method including crystallizing with a first 
laser irradiating with wavelength not longer than that of visible light wherein the semiconductor 
film melts partially by the first laser and completely by the second. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable.
